Routine 
City Council 
Actions 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council held on Tues- 
day night, September 4th, was 
the meeting from which all the 
call for an investigative audit 
of the city’s books originated. 

However, this is not the only 
action taken by the group. In 
other action, the Council heard 
a report by Captain Ray Nor- 
ris and Secretary Fred Moore 
of the Elba Rescue Squad. The 
men reported on the status of 
the Squad and noted that only 
14.5% of the calls made by the 
Squad are paid for by the pa- 
tients transported. The Res- 
cue Squad can’t force anyone 
to pay a bill, but needs these 
funds to operate as they must 
operate on donations alone. The 
men themselves donate their 
time. 

The Council also discussed 
with representatives of the Sea- 
board Coastline Railroad prob- 
lems at various railroad cros- 
sings within the city. 

The Council was also infor- 
med by City Clerk Tom Dyess 
that Jack Sondergaard had re- 
signed as Airport Manager to 
accept a position with the Elba 
Country Club. No replacement 
has been named at the airport. 

A lengthy discussion con- 
cerning renting both- the Rec- 
reation building at the city 
pool and the Legion building 
resulted ,in certain rules being 
set up. The Legion building is 
available to the public for re- 
unions and such at a charge of 
$30 and clean-up of the area 
afterwards, and only when not 
being used for other recrea- 
tion purposes. The building 
at the city pool is available 
for $10 and clean-up, and only 


~after.5 p.m. 


It was agreed by the Council 
to pay the lights at the high 
school football field for up to 
ten nights of Little League foot- 
ball. 

The Council approved a bill 
from the architects of the city 
parks program for $4677.00, 
and were told that their plan- 
ning work was 80% complete. 

Unfortunately the Council 
then began another discussion 
of the oft discussed garbage 
fees charged in Elba. This 
time it was in regards to the 
local supermarkets and Elba 
Packing Company. No deci-- 
sion was reached and repre- 
sentatives of these firms were 
invited to the September 18th 
meeting to continue the dis- 
cussion, 

Needs for a new fire truck 
were discussed but no action 
was taken and a proposal for 
rezomiug some property was 
sent back to the zoning board 
for additional description. 

The group then heard a re- 
port from City Clerk Tom 
Dyess on needs for additional 
fire plugs in certain parts of 
the city. It was determined 
that approximately $7500 would 
be the cost to run some ad- 
ditional 6” water lines and. 
added fire plugs in the Dr. 
Roberts Street area, behind 
Free’s Store in the Lawford 
Subdivision, and on Brookdale 
Avenue. The Council voted to 
recommend to the Water and 
Electric Department that th- 
ese things be done as soon as 
possible. 

The Council also approved a 
plan to support a local com- 
mittee’s efforts to get private 
donations to rebuild the gaze- 
bo at the Evergreen Cemetery. 

The cemetery matter was the 
final action before the council 
went into executive session to 
discuss with Mayor Brunson, 
Superintendent Stewart and City 
Clerk Dyess the plans for the 
full audit.

The reso- 
lution read as follows: “Be 
it resolved, that it be the po- 
licy of the Water and Electric 
Board of the City of Elba that 
no member or employee of 
this Board, nor any member 
or employeé of the Governing 
‘Body of the City of Elba or 
any of its Boards or Bran- 
ches, shall be allowed to pur- 
chase for their personal use 
any item in the name of or 
in any way through, the Wat- 
er and Electric Board of the 
City of Elba.” 

Vice Chairman Lamar Rain- 
er, Jr., presided over the meet- 
ing due to the resignation of 
Mayor Jack Brunson. 


Cattlemen Plan

Activity around the Elba 
City Hall has been at a here- 
tofore unheard of rapid pace 
for the past week following 
the announcement last Tues- 
day night that the City Coun- 
cil was calling for an inyes- 
tigative audit of the books of 
the City and the Light and 
Water Board. 

The Councilmen and mem- 
bers of the Light and Water 
Board met Thursday night with 
auditors. Starting Friday, they 
met almost continuously throu- 
ghout the day , and night, and 
again Saturday morning. They 
also met Sunday night, Monday 
morning and Monday night. All 
of these meetings were climax- 
ed Tuesday night of this week 
when the group released a joint 
statement to the various mem- 
bers of the news media pre- 
sent explaining just what ac- 
tions had been taken in the 
matter. 

The statement, reprinted 
below in its entirety, confirm- 
ed the rumors flying around 
Elba that the three city off- 
icials implicated in the an- 
nouncement last week had re- 
signed their positions and made 
restitution for the items list- 
ed in the original police re- 
port. This action resulted in 
the Council deciding not to 
continue with their planned 
special audit. 

The news release, as well 
as the individuals speaking pri- 
vately to this newspaper, str- 
esses that this is the best ac- 
tion to get the matter over 
and return all city functions 
to an even keel. 

The resignations of Mayor 
Brunson and Light and Water 
Superintendent Stewart were 
effective last Saturday and City 
Clerk Dyess will remain inof- 
fice until January 1st to help 
the respective boards put into 
operation the planned changes 
in operations. 

The actual amounts of the 
restitutions from the resign- 
ing three officials are: Stew- 
art - $469.75; Brunson’ -- 
$354.00; and Dyess - $225.00. 
According to the minutes of 
the City Council, these funds 
have already been paid to the 
City. 

Immediately after Mayor 
Brunson’s resignation last Sat- 
urday, Mayor Pro Tem Charles 
Ellis assumed the office of 
Mayor until the City Council 
elects a person to hold the pos- 
ition for the remaining three 
years on the present term. 

Below is the statement re- 
leased jointly by the City Coun- 
cil and the Light and Water 
Board: 

It is with a sense of pro- 
found regret that the City Coun- 
cil and the Water and Elec- 
tric Board issue this joint 
statement. The investigation 
and action recently called for 
by this group into a misuse 
of city property and/or funds 
has resulted in restitution of 
same. 

At a specially called joint 
meeting Saturday morning, 
September 8, the Council and 
the Water and Electric Board 
accepted the resignations of 
the Mayor and of the Super- 
intendent of the Water and 
Electric Department, respec- 
tively, said resignations being 
effective immediately. 

As is the case with human 
frailty there are differences 


-in kind, as well as in degree, 


of invoivement in the resigna- 
tions. With this in mind the 
City Council and the Water 
and Electric Board accepted 
.Tuesday night, September 11, 
the resignation of the City 
Clerk, said resignation being 
effective December 3lst. The 
Council and the Water and El- 
ectric Board feel that in view 
of the facts as they presented 
themselves, this action is in 
keeping with fundamental con- 
cepts of human kindness and 
dignity. The City Clerk has 
expressed the opinion that in 
view of the widespread allega- 
tions of wrongdoing involving 
his position that his office 
cannot operate effectively in 
the long run without this ac- 
tion. In this the Council and 
the Water and Electric Board 
concur. 

There will be those who will 
cry foul, those who will now 
ask literally for blood; yet 
the Council and the Water and 
Electric Board feel that the 
vast majority of citizens will 
join in a mature Christian 
view of the entire situation, 


Resign-Pay Money To City 


Study the aftermath, and then 
join in the viewpoint reached 
by this body charged with the 
responsibility of taking posi- 
tive action. The viewpoint 
reached after literally hours 
of meetings is that the par- 
ties have been hurt enough 
by the publicity and the col- 
jective action taken. Resti- 
tution has been made to the 
City. Further action will now 
in all probability not only be 
redundant, but also tear the 
fabric of Christian decency 
that binds this community to- 
gether. The heartfelt feel- 
ing is that the actions taken 
are in the best interest of 
the entire community. 

Now that the wrongs have 
been righted appropriate steps 
are being instituted so that 
the situation can never re- 
occur. This body is now for- 
mulating a policy, to be made 
an operating principal at City 
Hall, that elected officials and 
employees will not be allow- 
ed to purchase items through 
the City’hereinafter. 

The Council and the Water 
and Electric Board boldly as- 
sert that the slate appears now 
clean, the matter concluded, 
and this City can now pro- 
gress effectively into the fut- 
ure. To succinctly paraphrase 
the words of the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy, “Let the word 
go forth that the torch has 
been passed” to others and we 
ask you to join us collective- 
ly in binding the wounds of 
our City, join with us in hum- 
anitarian aims of forgiveness 
of the wrongs, and we implore 
you to join with us as we now 
continue as a united, progres- 
Sive community. 


Council Must 
Appoint Mayor 


- No Election 


Several questions have ar- 
isen this week in the wake of 
Mayor Jack Brunson’s resig- 
nation from his elected posi- 
tion as Mayor of Elba. There 
have been some questions of 
“Will they call a special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy in the 
Mayor’s office”? The answer 
to that question is NO. The 
Alabama code does not allow 
for a special election, accord- 
ing to legal advice given this 
newspaper. 

The Alabama code spells 
out that the remaining elect- 
ed officials will appoint a 
Mayor. They can appoint one 
of their own body to the posi- 
tion and then appoint someone 
outside to fill the vacancy on 
the Council or they may appo- 
int someone outside their body 
to fill the Mayor’s office. Wh- 
ichever route a city council 
takes, the term of office is 
only for the unexpired term 
of the resigned or deceased 
mayor.

At the time of the cease- 
fire in Vietnam, there were 
1363 Americans listed as miss- 
ing-in-action. Since earlier 
this year the North Vietnamese 
have returned 51 men who had 
not previously been identified 
as prisoners, and the status 
of 104 other men, formerly list- 
ed as missing-in-action, has 
been changed to that of died 
in battle or in prison. But, 
as of July 11, there were still 
1209 Americans not accounted 
for, and another 1100 men who 
are known to have died but 
whose remains have not yet 
been recovered by our casual- 
ty teams. 

There are great difficulties 
facing the recovery teams 
which have the sad task of se- 
arching for grave sites and 
crash sites where the bodies 
of American dead may be 
found. The major obstacle is 
the refusal of the Communists 
to allow our search teams 
in enemy held territory. The 
Department of Defense told me 
recently that there are about 
400 airplane crash sites in 
North Vietnam, 20 in Cam- 
bodia and 150 at sea. Another 
400 crash sites are in enemy 
controlled areas of South Viet- 
nam. 

Our Government must use 
every possible means to force 
the Communists to live up to 
their end of the cease-fire ag- 
reement and assist inaccount- 
ing for every American still 
listed as missing-in-action.

I am 
studying these bills closely 


tne return io civilian life of 
Vietnam veterans, both wound- 
ed and unscathed, and I am 
pleased that Congress is mak- 
ing rapid strides in assisting 
these Veterans. They will 
share with veterans of other 
wars some $12 billion which 
Congress is providing to the 
Veterans Administration inthe 
year ahead. In this budget 
are $9 billion for benefit pro- 
grams, including pensions and 
education, almost $3 billion to 
‘take care of the medical needs 
of veterans and $100 million 
for construction, replacement 
and modernization of veterans 
hospitals and other facilities. 

I am supporting legislation 
which would protect veterans 
disability pensions from re- 
duction as a result of recent 
Social Security increases, and 
I am also supporting a Sen- 
ate bill which would prevent 
the reduction of benefits and 
medical facilities through ad- 
ministrative action.

To Speed Production 

The first major application 
of a revolutionary air-pallet 
material handling and parts 
positioning system was an- 
nounced at Westinghouse 
Electric Corp.’s new gas tur- 
bine manufacturing plant in 
Round Rock, Tex. 

Developed by The Ingersoll 
Milling Machine Co., Rock- 
ford, Ill, the system is de- 
signed to keep milling, boring 
and drilling machines in op- 
eration 80 to 90 per cent of 
the time, as contrasted with 
the maximum of 40 to 50 per 
cent that has generally been 
attained in the past. 

The new Ingersoll 40,000- 
pound steel air pallet trans- 
ports large multi-ton casing 
section parts to and from ma- 
chining stations on a thin 


cushion of air, eliminating 
parts setup delays or the need 
to wait for overhead crane 
availability. Each pallet has a 
60-ton load capacity. 

The underside of the pallet

Any federal action that 
would deny a worker the right 
to not join a union would mock 
other recent action in the field 
of civil rights. 

Unions contend that since 
they are required by law to rep- 
resent all workers in a bar- 
gaining unit, all workers in 
that unit should pay their sh- 
are of bargaining costs. The. 
unions also argue that non- 
union workers are “free rid- 
ers” enjoying “exclusive rep- 
resentation.” 


Among thé fallacies of the 
exclusive bargaining and “free 
rider” arguments is the aSsum- 
ption that all workers benefit 
from union representation. Who 
is to determine if the worker 
-benefits? Is it the union, or 
rather is it not the worker 
who has the right to say whe- 
ther he is better off from hav- 
ing a union represent him? 
There are many workers who 
feel they could advance fast- 
er and increase their earning 
more if not compelled to fol- 
low union-dictated work rules 
and if permitted to bargain 
directly with their employers. 
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Another fallacy is that the 
only reason workers do not 
join unions is to avoid pay- 
ing dues. The worker may 
object to frequent and what 
he considers unnecessary str- 
ikes. Or he may consider 
officials of a particular union 


tyrannical or corrupt. 

And still another fallacy is 
that all the union dues the wairk- 
er pays go to cover the costs 
of collective bargaining. Un- 
ions use their dues for a num- 
ber of purposes unrelated-to 
collective bargaining. A sub- 
stantia: part of union dues goes 
for legislative and political act- 
ivities in support of causes and 
candidates with which the work- 
ers are not in sympathy and 
would not support if they were 
given a free choice. 

Today we hear a great deal 
about the rights of minorities, 
the right of the individual to 
do as he wishes, the right 
to dissent. There is no indi- 
vidual right, no minority right, 
more important than the right 
to work at one’s chosen occupa- 
tion without being compelled to 
join and pay tribute to a pri- 
vate organization--a labor 
union.

Center Moves 


The South Central Alabama 
Mental Health Center, serving 
Butler, Coffee, Covington: and 
Crenshaw counties, will be 
moving from its present site 
which is now located at 601 
South 3-Notch St. to a new lo- 
cation, 109 River Falls Str- 
eet, in Andalusia. 

Merle Wright, director of 
the four-county center, con- 
firmed that the center hopes 
to be in the new home by 
Sept. 15, and that the move 
will solve several problems 
now facing the center, “We’- 
ve outgrown our present faci- 
lities,” Wright stated,“ and the 
new building will more than 
double the space we now have.” 

Satellite centers are located 
in Florala and Opp in Coving- 
ton County; Luverne in Cren- 
shaw; Greenville in Butler; El- 
ba and Enterprise in Coffee. 

Programs operating under 
the center’s guidance include 
the indigent drug program, in 
which 249 persons are pre- 
sently being helped to purchase 
and obtain prescription drugs 
which they could not afford 
otherwise. 

Wright explained that the lo- 
cal program has reduced the 
number of patients being pla- 
ced in Searcy Hospital, and 
that they were able to receive 
treatment at home, much of it 
preventive treatment. 

A number of individuals are 
participating in the center’s 
alcoholism detoxification pro- 
gram, a relatively new pro- 
gram for this area. 

The center is governed by 
a Board of Directors from the 
four-county area.

Connie Windham of Enter- 
prise, is making wise use of 
his natural resources. He 
built two ponds a few years 
ago for the purpose of pro- 
viding water for his livestock, 
and wildlife recreation for his 
family and friends, After 
working sO many years, Mr. 
Windham and his wife have se- 
mi-retired; and wish “to take 
it easy”, and have some re- 
laxation and pleasure. They 
bought a house trailer and 
set it up in an area near the 
ponds, and now have a cozy 
spot to spend the night. 

In order to have a fresh 
supply of water, the Windhams’ 
were carrying containers of 
water from their home to the 
trailer. Seeking some assis- 
tance in this problem, Mr. 
Windham called the local SCS 
office. We went out to the 
location of his trailer, and 
found some seep water, after 
looking around. As we inform- 
ed Mr. Windham, this water 
could be used for a good so- 
urce of supplying his needs. 

To utilize this seep wat, 
Mr. Windham got some drain- 
age tile, gravel, 2 well curb- 
ings and we went to work. We 
dug out about 2 feet and plac- 
ed gravel in this area, and put 
the tile in and covered it with. 
4 to 6 inches of gravel. This 
will allow the water to be fil- 
tered through the gravel, and 
this pipe will carry the water 
to a spring box which will 
catch the sand that comes th- 
rough the gravel. Then, we 
ran the water down to another 
curbing, which is used as ast- 
orage tank for the water. Now, 
Mr. Windham has a regular 
well pump and pressure tank
